From Tuesday's Daily. 


The celebration ot iaLe^endence Day 


in Deoatur was not, in any sense, an 
elaborate affair,. There was, no proces- 
sion, no attempt at anything like di p'ay; 
but the celebration took on a go-at-yuu- 
please form, and WBE>, after all, a very eu- 
joyable sort of day, barring the heat and 
tha unfortunate occurrence of the even- 
ing. At an early hour people began 
pouring into town, and long before noon 
the streets were crowded with peop'e of 
all ages and conditions in life. Good- 
man's band began playing in the city 
park at 8 o'clock in the morning, and 
continued to play at intervals during the 
forenoon, affording to all an opportunity 
of listening to a delightful serenade. ,A11 
the while people were thronging toward 
Oaklank Park, and to say that that resoi t 
was crowded, conveys but a very feeble 
idea of the true state ot the case. At the 
park the usual sports were indulged in- 
singing, rowing, riding in the merry-go- 
round, and other like amusements, -*bile 
everywhere could be heard the cheerful 
sound ot the fire cracker and toy.pitiol. 


The orator of the day, Governor R J 


Oglesby, arrived on tbe noon train, and 
was escorted to tbe residence of J J 
Peddeoord, where he remained until 1:30 
o'clock, when be was driven to the park. 
After music by the band, the exercises 
began at tbe grand stand, upon which 
were seated a large number .of old set- 
tlers, and friends ot the Governer Among 
them were Mr. arid Mrs. J. T. Bradeo, 
M>s. E. McOlellan, F. A. Brown, Frank 
D. Scott, D. 8. Shellabarger, Bev. and 
Mrs. D. P. Bunn, J. J, Peddecord, E. A 
Jones, E. A. Piper, J. A. Draper, J, A. 
Race, E. C. Rurode, of Fort Wayne, and 
a number of others, Senator Rogers 
acted aa master of ceremonies, and after 
prayer by Rev. D. P. Bnan, the orator of 
the day was introduced. 


The Governor proceeded to briefly re- 


call the incidents o! our early history 
preceding the revolution, sketched the 
wonderful growth ot tbe country since 
that time, and spoke of the manifold 
blessings which followed as the result of 
the deeds of the forefathers—a govern- 
ment of 60,000,000 free people, without a 
king and without a standing army. Our 
social and political fabric, he said, rests 
upon the thoughtful people.and not upon 
the dead-beats and loafers, He describ- 
ed at length the question ot military gov- 
ernment, as distinguished from civil gov- 
ernment, and talked about the social, po- 
litical and legal privileges] and duties of 
the people in a country like this. He 
said be had been deeply censured because 
tie had been slow to exeroiee the military 
power placed in his hands, and said he 
tied not read history in vain: that in all 
good government the people must de-' 
pend upon themselves for protection— 
must exhaust all oivil remedies at their 
disposal before appealing to the strong 
arm of the military power, which must 
ever be the last resort; He said he hated 
and despised military government, and 
bat he would never consent to erect a 
despotism like that Give the govern- 
ment over to a standing army, let the 
>«ople cease to rely upon themselves, and 
n a quarter of a century liberty will pass 
away. He expected to be pursued and 
and maligned by every soulless oorpora- 
ion, but he did not care. He believed 
n tbe capacity of the people for self- 
government, and proposer] to act in ac- 
cordance with that belief, The Governor 
hen made some pleasant allusions to the 
ild settlers, mentioning many ot them 
>y name, and doubted not that there 
were boys and girls present, who, a quar- 
er of a century hence, would tell how, 
on the Fourth of July, 1886, they had 
leard at Decatur tbe perennial jorator 
who had been making speeches for more 
ban forty years, and that "old Jason 
Rogers." "old Job Race," "old Ed Jones," 
and others of that kind, were present on 
bat occasion, He spoke of the famous 
elebration at Indian Bluff, more than 
hirty years ago, and vindicated tbe nets 
f those who participated in its feetivi- 
ies; they had been abused and misrepre- 
ented, and he was here to bear testimony 
o the spirit of true patriotism which an- 
mated them on that memorable occasion. 
?he large audience, which had been most 
uncomfortably situated, remained (ttanri- 
ng in the hot sun throughout the entire 
peech, of over an hour's length, and at 
ts close crowded upon the stand to con- 
gratulate the speaker and renew the ao- 
[uaintance of other days. It was a most 
admirable address,<and pleased all who 
leard it.

Phil. Bauer's Death, 


Sunday morning at 7 o'clock Philip 


Bauer, the tailor and clothes cleaner, at 
217 North Main street, was drowned 
while bathing just below the water 
works dam. He was eocompanied to the 
river by his helper, Fred Bible, and both 
were stripped. 
Neither could swim. 


Bauer got into deep water and was 
swept under by tbe under-current caused 
by the flow of water over the dam.

Several pieces had been fired off and men, 
women* and children stood shoulder to 
shoulder close to the platform, in store 
doors, and as far away as the eye could 
reach. Suddenly the works took fire and 
tbe rockets, bomb shells, nigger-chasers* 
oandles and oi-aekera went flying in every 
direction, making loud reports, and caus- 
ing an immediate stampede in the vast 
crowd. The cries of the frightened and 
injured ones could be heard above the 
noise of the explosives, and people 
knocked down and tramped upon each 
other as they vainly tried to get away to 
escape injury. The crowd was in a state 
of terror for a few minutes, and the fright 
did not subside until long after every 
piece of the fireworks bad exploded. 
Rockets and bombs went flying upon the 
ground, in the air and across the square, 
many breaking window lights at Arm- 
strong's, Henry Bros.' bakery, Joe But- 
ter's place, Hulmbacher'e saloon, Hart- 
ley's restaurant and at Wilhelmy's shop. 
There were many baby buggies in tbe 
crowd and several were crushed. Wo- 
men, children and men lost their bats, 
shawls and parasols, There were agon- 
izing cries for help, and the wildest disor- 
der reigned for awhile. It is a miracle 
that many were not killed by tho rockets 
or cruehed to death. 


It waa a very sad ending to what had 


been a very puojpeesfal celebration, and 
while it is useless to indulge in sugges- 
tions of what "might have been," the 
tragedy will raise tbe inquiry whether it 
pays, after all, to ran so much 'risk in 
older to have a little enjoyment. 


ETE-WrTNIS3I8. 


B. Liddle says: We had fired off three 


rockets, a wheel or two aitd several Bo- 
man oandles. The works were at the 
rear of the platform and were covered 
with horse blankets. The firing of the 
pieces was done in front, and I handed 
them out, while Mueller and Beese took 
some themselves, At the time o( the ex- 
plosion, Mueller was firing off candles, 
and Beese had just fired a wheel in front. 
Then the explosion took place. I think 
that the works under the blanket were 
ignited from the southeast corner of the 
platform, and that the accident was 
caused by boys throwing fire-crackers 
on the platform. I had told some of 
them to stop it. One man was firing a 
candle directly at the platform, and I 
sent a man to stop him. How I got off 
the platform, and oat of the crowd into 
the drug store, I cannot tell, except that 
I crawled along on the ground to the en- 
trance of tbe store." 


Iflr. Beese says: "I don't know how the 


works caught fire. Two rockets had 
been fired. Mr. Mueller and I were firing 
Boman candles, when I heard a loud snap 
behind me. I saw that an explosion was 
about to occur and I jumped and got 
away. Before we got on the stand we 
remarked that there was danger from 
firecrackers thrown by boys in the crowd, 
and Mueller got the^orse blankets and 
covered the works. 


Fritz Mueller states that be cannot tell 


how the explosion occurred, but believes 
the works must have been fired from the 
crowd, as tbe pieces were covered up. 
The first he knew of the accident was the 
noise, He fell off the platform into tbe 
crowd, and people tumbled on top ot 
him in their wildneas to escape. In the 
crush a baby boggy was wreaked, 


O. A. Westbaf er had a perch in an open 


window over Hartley's restaurant and 
had a good view of the platform. He 
says: The works were lying upon the 
south ride of the platform and were cov- 
ered with a blanket. I believe the works 
caught fire from the southeast comer and 
they most have been fired from a cracker 
thrown from the crowd. Don't think 
sparks from the nigger-chaser could have 
caused tbe accident, though it might 
have done to.

AMERICA'S FARMS. 


Til* Development Xlioy Have Caused Dor. 


Ing the Past I'itty Years. 


Tho farms of America comprise 837,- 


328 square miles, an area nearly equal 
to one fourth of Europe, and larger 
than the four greatest European conn,-' 
tries put together (Russia exopptod), 
namely, Franco, Germany, Austria and 
Hungary ftnd Spain, Tho capital in- 
vested in> agriculture would suffice to 
buy up the whole of Italy,'with its rich 
olivB groves and vineyards, its historic 
cities, cathedrals and palaces, its King 
and aristocracy, its Pope and Cardinals, 
and every other feudal appurtenance 
Or, if tlie American farmers were tc 
sell out, they could buy the entire pen 
iiLstila of Spain, with all its tradition 
of medieval grandeur, the flat land 
which the Hollanders at vast cost hav 
wrested from the sea and the quaint oli 
towns they have built there. If he 
chose to put by his savings for three 
years the Yankee farmer could pur 
chase the fee-simple of pretty Switzer 
land as a summer resort, and not touch 
his capital at all, for each year's earn 
ings exceed £110,000,000 sterling. 


The farms 
of America equal the 


entire territory of the United Kingdom 
Franco, Belgium, Germany, Austria 
Hungary and Portugal. 
Tho corn 


fields equal the extent of England, 
Scotland and Belgium; while the graii 
fields generally would overlap Spain. 
The cotton fields cover an area larger 
than Holland, and twice as large at 
Belgium. The rice fields, sugar anc 
tobacco plantations, would also form 
kingdoms of no insignificant siza. 
Ana such is the stage of advancement 
reached by American agriculturists, 
that Mulhall estimates that one farmer 
like Dr. Glin or Mr. Dalrymple, with a 
field of wheat covering one hundred 
square miles, can raise as much grain 
with four hundred farm servants as 
five thousand peasant proprietors in 
France. 


The cereal crop for 1880 was more 


than 2,500,000,000 of 
bushels. 
If 


placed in one mass this would make 
pile of 3,500,000,000 cubic feet. Built 
into a solid mass as high as the dome 
of St. Paul's (365 feet), and as wide as 
the cathedral across the transept (285 
feet) it would extend a solid load of 
grain, down Fleet street and the length 
of the Strand to Piccadilly, thence on 
through Knightsbridge, Hammersmith 
and South Kensington, to a distance of 
over six miles. Or it would make a 
pyramid three times as great 49 that of 
the Cheops. If loaded on carts it 
would require all the hones in 3urope 
and a million more (S%500,000) to re- 
move it, though each hone drew a load 
of two tons. Were the entire crop of 
cereals loaded on a continuous tram of 
oars, the train would reach one and 
one-half times around the globe. Its 
value is half ae great as all the gold 
mined in California in the thirty-five 
years since gold was found there. The 
corn and cotton fielda of America form 
kingdoms in thamselves surpassing in 
size some of those of Europe.—from

How to Get Hold tot the Inert Mineral 


Matter of tlic Soil. 


The true use of .artificial fertilizers 


on poor soil is, to furnish every ele- 
ment of plant food for the crop de- 
sired in excess of the requirements ol 
the crop, and by persevering in this 
inclJio'd to gradually fill the soil with 
organic matter derived from the refuse 
matter of tduse crops. While this ii 
going on in the soi], a like accretion oJ 
org-uiie matter is going on in the barn- 
yard, tli rough tLe feeding of the crops 
grown by this method of fertilizing 
the soil. Ten years ago I began this 
system of bringing up a poor farm to 
a profitable condition, choosing butter 
dairying and rearing calves for familr 
cows upon the skimmed milk as th« 
leaf, exhaustive of the soil. As butter 
and sweet corn for the city market 
only were sold, and every thing else 
grown was fed to the cows, with pur- 
chased grain and feeding stuffs, it was 
nol long before the land was so well 
filled with manure, and the refuse of 
crops, as to become quite changed in 
character. From a light-yellow, sandy 
loam it was altered to a brown soil, as 
deep as the plow had been run, and the 
manure had been mixed with it. A 
large quantity 'of swamp muck had 
been used in the stables and pens ss an 
ibsorbenJ;, the proportion being about 
two wagon loads of it to one of the 
manure made. 


The plowing m of the remains of 


such crops as fall rye, followed by 
early sweet corn, and this by millet 
making three in one season, and a clo- 
ver sod now and then, and the fre- 
quent manuring needed on a farm 
where the cows were wholly fed upon 
f,oi Ime crops, soon made my land rich 
enough, m organic .matter, so that 
I could do with much less artificial fer- 
tilizer. I then found the cheaper kinds 
Were SqUal^y effcctiv« M the most costly 
oneg had bean before, and a IMS quasi 
2* w" efficient for a satisfactory 
crop.

HAVANA MILKMEN. 


Bow the lecherof of OM Cuban Capital 


Deliver Their Milk. 


Among other interesting street folk 


of the Cuban capital are the lechero or 
milkman, the dulcero or vender of 
sweets, the cochero or cabman, th« 
mercanchiste or notion peddler, the 
aquador or water-seller, the regatonear 
or huckster, the zapatero or shoe- 
maker and the latonero or tinker. 


The leohero and his system here are 


worthy of magazine illustration. Milk 
for the markets and hotels is brought 
into the city by im-nense ox-carts in 
cans having the appearance of dimin- 
utive cylindrical pagodas, but a large 
proportion of the inhabitants cling 
with obstinate conservatism to the an- 
cient method of supply. At all hours 
of the morning I have met on the high- 
ways away out rn the suburbs sober 
droves of a half-dozen cows accompa- 
nied by a half-doztn muzzled calves as 
they weie being leisurely Jlriven into 
the city by a brown-faced countryman 
and two or three of his barefooted 
boys. Arrived in Havana, these rustic 
groups become the traveling milk sup- 
ply. Almost without guidance th« an- 
imals seek the beginning of the "milk 
route," and, on reaching the door of 
the first customer, some to a halt, the 
cows and calves taking position with 
military precision, in single hie, along 
side the flagstone footways of the n'ar 
row street. Our guajiro or country 
man is LOW the city lechero or mHk 
man. 
The urchins run into the CUE 


tomer's house, secure the order,'and 
the lechero milks the required quantity 
there and then before the very eye' of 
the housemaid, the portero, or el senor 
himself. In this way from house to 
house the queer cav Icade passes, until 
cow after cow is milked clean, when 
the muzzle is in turn removed from 
each mother's calf, and the little ter- 
nerillas are free to take undisputed 
possession of the "strip; ings." The 
systeml has ob ons adv* ntage?. The 
milk is assure ly fresh. It would be 
difficult ,'or t' j lechero to secrete a 
water-butt about his person.—Edgar 
L. Wakeman, in Chicago Newt.

Commissioner Oberly has found a good 
many things connected with the Civll- 
Servlce Commission that have greatly 
astonished him. 
He grows quite ani- 


mated when talking to someone oi them. 
In conversation to-day ho said; 


"From the organizational the comrnls- 


non to the time when President Cleveland 
was elected all the examiners lor positions 
in the civil service were Republicans— 
there was never an instance when a 
Democrat presided over an examina- 
tion, 
except 
when 
Judge 
Thoman 


happened 
to 
be present. 
I asked 


Mr. Eaton for an explanation of this; I 
told him that 1 assumed there was some 
explanation of it on anon-partisan basis, 
lor on the lace it appeared badly. He 
said the explanation was that the com- 
mission was obliged to appoint Repub- 
licans, as there were no competent 
Democrats in the service 
The fact ol 


the matter is there were no Democrats, 
competent or otherwise, in the service, 
and that Is a terrible comment on the 
methods ol doing things that pievailedso 
long under the old regime." 


"Do you propose to change around, 


and have none but -Democratic examin- 
ers, now?" 


"By no means. That would be making 


Democrats act as bad as Republicans. 
We 'lopropose to see to it that these ex- 
aminers are divided between the two 
parties. It is only proper thr, that should 
oe done, I think. About the worst thing 
1 know of was In New Torfe. The board 
there consisted of eight Republicans, and 
Sad always been so constituted. 
After 


President Cleveland had been elected 
somei one seemed to think that p«rhaps 
this did not look just right, so six Re- 
publican members oj the board were re- 
moved, and six Democrats were appoint- 
ed in'their places. But the peculiar part 
of it was the Civil-Service Commission 
made Comstock, 
one ol the Repub- 


lican members, 
chairman, and Bab- 


cock, the other one, secretary. Inthnt 
way the power to call meetings, appoint 


. committeos and keep the records all re- 


mained with the Republicans. The Dem- 
ocratic examiners in New York thought 
the majority ought to haw the offices ol 
chairman and secretary of the examining 
board, and I agreed with them, and sug- 
gested that If "they would select the per- 
sons to 911 these positions we would try 
and get thorn Installed. This was done, 
and Immediately there was a howl from a 
certain class ol newspapers that Oberly 
was organizing things in the interest ol 
the Democrats, and that was what I was 
made Commissioner lor. 
If there is any 


thing wrong about what I have done, un- 
der all the circumstances, I fail to see 
Where it comes In." 


Mr. Oberly was asked how it was in re- 


gard to the departments getting Demo- 
cratic clerks now, every time, through 
the Otvll-Servlcc Commission.

The oldest inhabitant of the metrop. 


olii wag that pleasant and cheerful oW 
lady, the late Mrs. Mary Monahan, 
who lived more than half a century in 
Ireland and another half a century in 
New York. At the age of one hun- 
dred and three years and some months 
she died suddenly a few days ago, and 
was buried in Calvary Cemetery.' 
There is no mistake about her great 
age, tor the day of her birth is re- 
corded in the parish church in Mine, 
In the County Tipperary, where th« 
was christened. 


She was born in the last year of the 


American revolution and was six years 
old when the French revolution began. 
She was ten years old when Louis 
XVI. wag beheaded and heard the ex- 
ecution discussed as a contemporary 
event. She was fifteen years old when 
the rebellion of 1798 broke out in Ire- 
land and when she was over one hun- 
dred years old remembered seeing her 
brothers at work 1798 contriving arms, 
and recounted how the English tol- 
diers came to her father's house in the 
night and searched it while she re- 
mained hid in a pit in the ground. 
She was married in the year that 
young General Bonaparte closed his 
second campaign in Italy. She was a 
middle-aged woman when the battle 
of Waterloo was fought. 
She began 


to wear spectacles at sixty years, five 
years before the Mexican war broke 
out, and she wore them thirty-eight 
years. When she had grown to be 
ninety-eight 
years 
old her eyes 
grew 
bright 
again 
and 
her 


"second sign*" returned. 
She laid 


aside her spectacles, having no further 
Dse for them, and never pat them on 
again. At the age of one hundred and 
one years her vision was so good that 
she conld thread a needle. When she 
was a century old she got her second 
hair. She had been slightly gray from 
her sixtieth to her one hundredth year, 
but now her hair came out as black as 
a raven's wing.

In her 'hundred and first 
year she played a good game of forty- 
five with cards and often sat down to 
the card table with people who were 
seventy and eighty years younger than 
herself and was always able to detect 
them in any attempt at cheating. 


There was another old lady in the 
street, Mrs. Skelly, who was ninety- 
eight years old, and Mrs. Monahan and 
she used to visit back and forth, tike 
tea at each other's house and talk of 
old times together, being particularly 
wont to discuss things that happened 
in the eighteenth century. At the age 
of one hundred and three years Mrs. 
Monahan took her great-grandchil- 
dren on her knee and told them fairy 
stories. She had eleven great-grano:- 
Bhildren and twenty grandchildren. 
Her faculties were unimpaired to the 
last. When this old lady of more than 
one hundred and three years lay in her 
eofim, with her black hair and her 
pnow-white complexion, she looked 
like a young woman of twenty-five.
